Art. 1. But de la Commission. La Commission Numismatique du 
Comité international des Sciences historiques (CISH) est chargée de 
faciliter la coopération des savants de tous pays dans le domaine des 
études numismatiques. 


Art. 2. Composition de la Commission. Sont invités à siéger à la 
Commission internationale de Numismatique les délégués: 


a. des grands cabinets numismatiques accessibles au public, placés sous 
une direction scientifique; 


b. des organisations et sociétés numismatiques représentatives de 
chaque pays; 


c. des ateliers monétaires nationaux. 
Ces membres payeront une cotisation fixée par le Bureau. 


Art. 3. Séances et votes. La Commission peut tenir une séance à 
l'occasion d'un Congrés international des Sciences historiques; elle doit 
tenir une séance lors de chaque Congres international de Numismatique 
qui doit étre organisé en principe tous les six ans. 


Art. 4. Bureau de la Commission. Le Bureau de la Commission est 
composé: 


d'un président, 

d'un ou de deux vice-présidents, 

d'un secrétaire, 

d'un trésorier et 

au moins de 4 et au plus de 7 membres assesseurs. 


Les membres du Bureau sont élus au cours de la réunion de la Com- 
mission, à l'occasion de chaque Congrés international de Numismatique. 
Ils ne sont rééligibles qu'une fois. Leur mandat prendra fin lors du 2ème 
congrés suivant leur élection. Le Bureau se réunira au moins une fois 
par an. 


Art. 5. Róle du Bureau de la Commission. Le Bureau est chargé:

b. de préparer les séances de la Commission et les Congrès numismatiques 
internationaux;

f. de publier un rapport annuel. 


Art. 6. Finances. Les frais d'administration et de publication sont 
couverts par les subventions de la CISH, de l'UNESCO, par les cotisa- 
tions annuelles des institutions membres et par des dons et legs. 


Art. 7. Moyen d'action. La Commission ou son Bureau peuvent 
nommer des conseillers, réunis en sous-commission, pour des travaux 
déterminés. La Commission a le droit de nommer des membres honorai- 
res qui auront les mémes droits que les représentants des institutions. 


Art. 8. Siege. Le siège de la Commission est celui du Comité inter- 
national des Sciences historiques.

CONSTITUTION 


of the International Numismatic Commission 
adopted on 2 September 1950, 
modified on 9 July 1953, on 9 September 1955, and on 15 September 1973 


Art. 1. Purpose of the Commission. The Numismatic Commission 
of the International Committee of Historical Sciences exists for the 
purpose of facilitating cooperation between scholars of different countries 
in the sphere of numismatics. 


Art. 2. Composition of the Commission. Delegates of the following 
organisations will be invited to the Commission: 


a. the greater numismatic collections, open to the public and under a 
scientific direction; 


b. the numismatic organisations and societies representative of each 
country; 


c. the mints of each country. 
These members will pay an annual subscription fixed by the Bureau. 


Art. 3. Meetings and Voting. The Commission may hold a meeting 
on the occasion of an International Congress of Historical Sciences; a 
meeting must be held at each International Congress of Numismatics 
which in principle should take place every six years. 


Art. 4. The Bureau of the Commission consists of: 


a president, 

one or two vice-presidents, 

a secretary, 

a treasurer, and 

at least four and at most seven ordinary members. 


The members are elected at the meeting of the Commission during 
each International Congress of Numismatics. They can be reelected 
only once. Their term ends at the second International Congress of 
Numismatics following their election. 

The Bureau shall have at least one annual meeting. 


Art. 5. Duties of the Bureau of the Commission. The duties of the 
Bureau are as follows: 


a. to act as a centre of information; 


b. to arrange meetings of the Commission and International Numisma- 
tic Congresses; 


D 
c. to ensure that numismatics are represented, where possible, at con- 
gresses of related sciences; 


d. to report on proposals made by members of the Commission; 


e. to submit a working programme and an annual budget to the Com- 
mission; 


f. to publish an annual report. 


Art. 6. Finance. Expenses of administration and publication are 
covered by grants from CISH and UNESCO, by the annual subscrip- 
tions of corporate members, and by gifts and legacies. 


Art. 7. Executive powers. The Commission or the Bureau may 
appoint Committees with specified tasks. 

The Commission may appoint honorary members having the same 
rights as the delegates of the corporate members. 


Art. 8. Seat of the Commission. The seat of the Commission is that 
of the International Committee of Historical Sciences. 


Art. 9. Change of Constitution. A change in the Constitution may 
be made by a majority of two-thirds of the votes cast. 


Art. 10. Dissolution of the Commission. The Commission may be 
dissolved by a majority of two-thirds of the votes of all the members. 


MEETING OF THE BUREAU 


Münster, May Sth-9th 1978.

1. Adoption of the minutes of the meeting of the Bureau in Brussels, May 
16th-17th 1977. 


The minutes were adopted unanimously. 


2. Report by the President for 1977. 


The President expressed his regrets that his position as Administra- 
teur Général of the Bibliotheque Nationale had left him very little time 
for his activities as President. He deplored the reduced size of Compte 
rendu 24, 1977 and argued that the next issue should be substantially 
increased. He repeated his appeal for the enlistment of new members 
and concluded by paying tribute to the memories of Jean Babelon, 
France, and Alfred Bellinger, U.S.A., former honorary members of the 
Commission who had died since the last meeting. 


3. Report by the Treasurer: Accounts for 1977 and budget for 1978 and 
1979. 


The accounts for 1977 printed in Compte rendu 24, 1977, p. 13 were 
adopted unanimously. The Treasurer presented the budget for 1978 
which showed a surplus of about 12.000 Sfrs. 

The Canadian Numismatic Society and The Science Museum of Vic- 
toria, Melbourne were accepted as new members. 

The Treasurer was authorized to remove from the rolls member 
institutions which have not paid their annual contribution in spite of 
repeated warnings. 


4, The financing and editing of The Survey of Numismatic Research 
1972-1977. 


Herbert Cahn announced that AINP was willing to cover the expenses 
of the Survey, about 25.000 Sfrs., to procure advertisements from its 


members, and to take care of the distribution. It was understood that 
the scientific responsibility would remain with the editors appointed by 
CIN. A design for the front cover will be made by Ryszard Kiersnowski. 
The Bureau agreed to grant 3.500 Sfrs. toward the costs of off-prints. 

Peter Berghaus and Robert Carson reported on the editorial situa- 
tion. They were optimistic that all contributions would be received 
by the end of June. Robert Carson undertook the responsibility as 
chief editor and will look for a printer in England. It was agreed that 
the authors should receive only the first proofs, while the second proofs 
should be read by the editors. 

A sum of 1000 Sfrs. was made available to the editors for assistance 
with proof-reading. 

The editors intend to send the manuscripts to the printer in Sep- 
tember 1978, and the work should be ready before September 1979. 


9. The International Numismatic Congress in Berne, September 1979. 


Herbert Cahn presented the budget for the Congress amounting to 
242.500,- Sfrs. There were 541 preliminary enrollments. The inscrip- 
tion fee was fixed at 200 Sfrs. for each participant, 150 Sfrs. for ac- 
companying persons, and 120 Sfrs. for students. In the budget a sum 
was reserved for participants from countries with monetary restric- 
tions in order to cover their expenses in Switzerland. 

The Bureau congratulated the Swiss Organizing Committee for its 
planning and agreed to provide a grant of 5000 Sfrs. for the Congress. 
It recommended that the Swiss Committee reconsider the fees for 
participation which, although not unusual at present, might be felt as a 
hindrance for some. 

The report of a meeting of The Swiss Scientific Committee was 
distributed. The suggested speakers for the main lectures were ac- 
cepted, but the President strongly recommended that a fifth main 
lecture in Italian be added, perhaps in the form of a summing up of the 
results of the Congress during the final session. 

The list of shorter papers for the Congress was screened. It was 
agreed that some titles fell outside the five main themes and that other 
titles were in need of specification. 


6. Proposals for new Members of the Bureau and for new honorary Mem- 
bers of the Commission to be placed before the Plenary Session in 1979. 


It was proposed by the President that the number of members in the 
new Bureau might be increased from 9 to 11, while Margaret Thompson 
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suggested that membership in the Bureau be restricted to about 6 
years, except for the President, in order to increase rotation. After a 
discussion it was agreed to keep the number of members at 9 and to 
leave the Constitution unchanged as far as the membership-term was 
concerned. 

The question of new members for the Bureau was discussed and 
the proposal of the President was adopted that each member of the 
Bureau should send him a list of 9 candidates together with suggestions 
for new honorary members. The matter will be discussed further at the 
next meeting of the Bureau which was scheduled to take place in Paris 
on April 26th-27th 1979 on the kind invitation of the President.

7. Other Numismatic Arrangements 


The Secretary submitted letters from The Numismatic Society of 
Ireland and The Israel Numismatic Society concerning the arrangement 
of two conventions. 

The Bureau took notice of the arrangements for a Symposium in 
Dublin in 1981 on the subject of “Emergency Coinages” in celebration 
of the 250th birthday of The Royal Dublin Society and expressed its 
pleasure at the realisation of this event. 

The Bureau also welcomed the letter from The Israel Numismatic 
Society concerning a numismatic convention on “The Greek Imperials" 
to be arranged in Jerusalem. In view of the Irish plans it was suggested 
that the Israel Convention should be postponed until 1982. The Bureau 
further recommended that Professor Peter Franke and Dr. Martin Price 
co-ordinate their plans for a colloquium on “Greek Imperials" with the 
initiative of The Israel Numismatic Society. 


8. Suggestions for the Compte rendu 1978 


In accordance with the President's suggestion an extensive list of 
contributions for the next Compte rendu was drawn up. The responsi- 
bility for contacting the authors and eliciting their manuscripts was 
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divided among the members of the Bureau. Manuscripts should be in 
the hands of the Secretary before the end of 1978. 


9. Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum. 


Professor Paul Naster presented an up-to-date survey on the position 
of the Sylloge Nummorum Graecorum in the different countries. This 
report will be submitted to the Union Academique Internationale in 
June 1978. For further details see below pp. 27-30. 


10. Other Business 


a. Coin Hoards 


A report from the main editor Dr. Martin Price was presented 
by Robert Carson. COIN HOARDS III has been delayed but will 
appear shortly. COIN HOARDS IV is in press. Publication is 
scheduled for the late summer 1978. 

Otto Morkholm reported on his correspondence with Dr. Giard 
who is in charge of the French Centre established at the Cabinet 
des Médailles for the registration of coin finds from France. Otto 
Morkholm has also discussed with Professor Maria Alfóldi her new 
series of publications “Studien zu Fundmünzen der Antike" and 
was happy to report that there will be no overlapping between 
COIN HOARDS and the two new projects. 


b. Unlicensed reprints of numismatic work 


Based on personal experience with his book on the coinage of 
Naxos, which had been reprinted without permission by Obol 
International in Chicago, Herbert Cahn raised the question of how 
to deal with unlicensed reprints of numismatic works. The Bureau 
expressed its strong condemnation of this practise and decided 
that the President and First Vice-President should write a letter 
of disapproval to the firm in question. 


c. “Early Warning System" 


Herbert Cahn explained to the Bureau the early warning system 
against coin thefts established by the AINP. In this matter the 
speedy distribution of information is all important. The Bureau 
recommended that members of the Commission avail themselves 
of this system. A lelephone-call should be made immediately to 
Patrick Finn at Spink & Sons, Ltd., London. Telephone no. 
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01-930-7888. The Bureau suggested that information on coin thefts 
should be circulated not only to the coin dealers but also to the main 


numismatic collections. 


d. Reproduction fees 


In the interest of scientific research the Bureau recommended 
that a distinction should be made between scientific and commercial 
publications, and that reproduction fees for the first category should 
be kept as low as possible. 


e. Publicity for Publications 


On behalf of the Royal Numismatic Society, Robert Carson 
suggested that during the Congress in Berne a meeting should be 
arranged for representatives of the numismatic societies in order 
to co-ordinate their publicity for publications. The Bureau viewed 
the suggestion with sympathy and recommended that the Swiss 
Organizing Committee should include such a meeting in their ar- 
rangements. 


f. Robert Carson informed the Bureau that he was invited to present a 
report on numismatic work in the ancient field since 1972 at The 
Classical and Archaeological Congress in London, September 1978. 


g. Conference of Teachers in Numismatics 


The Secretary submitted a letter of December 2, 1977 from 
Professor Góbl, Vienna. The Bureau regretted the withdrawal of 
his suggestion to organize a conference of teachers in numismatics 
at the universities. If he should decide to take the idea up at a 
later date the Bureau would be willing to accept the patronage of 
the meeting provided that Professor Góbl would take charge of the 
practical arrangements.

Jean Babelon s'est éteint le 20 avril 1978 dans sa 90€ année. Le Bureau 
de la Commission internationale de Numismatique tient à rendre un 
hommage particulier à sa mémoire: Jean Babelon fut en effet président 
de la Commission avant d'en devenir membre honoraire. 

Il était né à Paris le 19 janvier 1889. Recu trés jeune au concours de 
l'École des Chartes, il obtint en février 1910 le diplóme d'archiviste- 
paléographe aprés avoir soutenu une thése sur “La Moralité de Bien 
Advisé et de Mal Advisé”. Il fut à sa sortie de l'École des Chartes nommé 
membre de l'Institut des Hautes études hispaniques. Le 25 mai 1913, 
il entrait à la Bibliothéque Nationale comme attaché stagiaire pour étre 
affecté au département des Monnaies, Médailles et Antiques, que diri- 
geait son pére Ernest Babelon. 

C'est dans ce département, connu sous le nom de Cabinet des Mé- 
dailles, que se déroula toute sa carriére, si l'on met à part la douloureuse 
interruption provoquée par la premiere guerre mondiale. Jean Babelon 
venait d'étre nommé sous-bibliothécaire le 1er aoüt 1914 lorsque lui 
parvint, le 3 aoüt, son ordre de mobilisation. Blessé, prisonnier, il ne 
rentra dans la vie civile que le 1er août 1919. 

Le 1e janvier 1920 il devenait bibliothécaire au Cabinet des Médailles, 
puis conservateur-adjoint en 1924. Ernest Babelon était mort le 3 
janvier de la méme année et Adolphe Dieudonné avait pris la téte du 
département. Jean Babelon succéda en 1937 à Dieudonné et dirigea 
le Cabinet des Médailles pendant vingt-quatre ans, jusqu'en 1961, 
d'abord avec le titre de conservateur, puis avec celui de conservateur 
en chef. 

J'ai eu la chance de connaître assez bien Jean Babelon, puisque je 
fus son adjoint pendant trois ans, de 1958 à 1961, et que, lorsqu'il eut 
pris sa retraite, je lui rendis fréquemment visite dans son appartement 
de la rue Saint-Guillaume, oü il se plaisait à réunir régulierement ses 
amis. 

Jean Babelon possédait une culture d'une exceptionnelle étendue. 
Il s'était spécialisé en numismatique grecque, mais connaissait à fond 
les monnaies romaines, médiévales et modernes. Il était aussi un expert 
en médailles et parlait avec autorité des autres objets que contenaient 
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les collections dont il avait la charge: pierres gravées, camées, bijoux, 
ivoires, statuettes de bronze etc. Ce vaste savoir lui permit d'assumer 
avec talent ses fonctions de conservateur en chef. 

Il était en outre profondément attaché à l'Espagne et avait acquis 
dans le domaine de la littérature et de l'art espagnols une véritable 
érudition. Il s'intéressait de facon générale à l'histoire de l'art et aux 
grandes figures historiques. J'ajouterai qu'il écrivait lui-méme fort 
bien (j'ai lu avec beaucoup de plaisir plusieurs récits qu'il avait composés 
à partir d'aventures de voyage) et qu'il dessinait remarquablement. 

Ses connaissances trés diverses et sa curiosité inlassable expliquent 
la variété de son ceuvre d'érudit et de critique d'art. Les numismates 
auxquels s'adresse ce "Compte rendu" ont pu mesurer par eux-mémes 
lampleur et la qualité de ses travaux numismatiques. 115 lui sont 
reconnaissants d'avoir publié le catalogue de la collection de Luynes 
et le dernier volume du “Traité des Monnaies grecques et romaines”. 
Ils ont lu avec intérét et profit ses nombreux articles dans la Revue 
Numismatique, dans Aréthuse (qu'il fonda et dirigea), dans la Gazette 
des Beaux Arís (dont il fut rédacteur en chef de 1929 à 1939), dans 
plusieurs autres revues savantes, francaises et étrangéres. Mais ils 
ignorent peut-étre qu'il écrivit aussi des livres d'histoire trés remarqués, 
dont certains sont devenus classiques: “Jacopo da Trezzo et la construc- 
tion de l'Escurial" (1922), "Germain Pilon* (1927), *La Vie de Fernand 
Cortés (1928), “Alcibiade” (1935), "Le Connétable de Lune" (1938), 
“Cervantes” (1939) qui fut traduit en espagnol, “Charles-Quint” 
(1947), qui fut également traduit en espagnol, “Impératrices syriennes" 
(1958), “La Reine Margot" (1965). Cette liste est loin d'étre complete. 

Ce travail remarquable lui valut des titres, des charges et des hon- 
neurs: il obtint le doctorat és-lettres, fut chargé d'un cours au Collége 
de France, enseigna l'histoire du portrait monétaire à l'École du Louvre. 
Il fut le président de plusieurs sociétés savantes, membre d'honneur ou 
membre correspondant de nombreuses Sociétés étrangeres. En 1953, 
au terme du Congrés international de Numismatique de Paris, qu'il 
avait organisé, il fut élu Président de la Commission internationale de 
numismatique. Il était Officier de la Légion d'Honneur, Commandeur 
de l'Instruction publique, Officier des Arts et Lettres, Chevalier de la 
Couronne d'Italie. 

En terminant cette notice, je rappellerai avec émotion les qualités 
humaines de Jean Babelon. Sa bonté, sa compréhension, sa courtoisie, 
son calme souriant faisaient l'admiration de ses amis et de ses collabora- 
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teurs. Sa connaissance parfaite de plusieurs langues lui permettait de 
réserver à ses collégues étrangers un accueil qui les touchaient parti- 
culierement. Nous avons perdu en lui non seulement un grand savant, 
mais un homme de goüt et de cceur.

Alfred R. BELLINGER 
1893-1978 


(An obituary given at the Spring Meeting of the American 
Numismatic Society, April 8, 1978) 


Alfred Raymond Bellinger died on February 11, in his 85th year. 
For some time he had been in a nursing home in Mobile, Alabama, near 
his daughter Hilda, who wrote that up to the end he was not uncom- 
fortable and almost invariably cheerful. 

Alfred's long and eminent career was centered on Yale University, 
where he taught from 1920 on, ultimately holding the chair of Lampson 
Professor of Latin and serving as Acting Dean of the college in 1953-54. 
For many years he was curator of the Yale coin collection and its strength 
in the ancient field is largely the result of his efforts. 

Archaeology was a deep and abiding interest. Although his name is 
most closely connected with the work and publications of the Yale 
Expedition to Dura-Europos, his ties were equally strong with the 
American School of Classical Studies at Athens, first as a student and 
later as a member of its Executive Committee and then as Chairman 
of its Managing Committee. The German Archaeological Institute 
elected him an honorary member and for a time he held the vice-presi- 
dency of the Archaeological Institute of America. 

For us, however, Alfred's special association was with numismatics 
and the American Numismatic Society, which he joined in 1926. Be- 
tween 1943 and 1974 he was a member of Council and only his col- 
leagues on that body know the degree to which the Society benefited 
from his calm judgment and skillful guidance during those years. At 
his retirement he was named Honorary Councillor for Life, the first 
member of Council to be accorded that honor. 

His major publications were in the field of numismatics: definitive 
reports on the excavation coins of Dura, Troy and Corinth; Essays on 
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the Coinage of Alexander the Great; The Syrian Tetradrachms of Caracalla 
and Macrinus; and most recently in collaboration with Philip Grierson, 
the splendid catalogues of the Byzantine coins at Dumbarton Oaks. 
These books and over 50 numismatic articles are models of careful 
research, presented in lucid prose with enlivening touches of humor. 
Recognition of scholarship came in many forms. He received the Hun- 
tington Medal of the American Numismatic Society and the Annual 
Medal of the Royal Numismatic Society. The latter elected him an 
honorary fellow; the International Numismatic Commission gave him 
the rare distinction of honorary membership; and Dumbarton Oaks 
named him to its Board of Scholars. 

Those who knew Alfred Bellinger will remember him in many ways: 
inspired teacher, distinguished scholar, wise counselor and loyal friend. 
Those who knew him well will remember him, perhaps above all, as one 
“who saw life steadily and saw it whole."

Les travaux de préparation du secteur numismatique du volume 1 
(lettres A et B) ont subi un ralentissement du fait que Mme. C. Arnold- 
Biucchi avait dú quitter l'Europe pour s’établir à Princeton (USA). 
Nous espérons nous assurer sa collaboration avec l'aide de fondations 
américaines et suisses. A sa place, le bureau central de Bale a engagé 
Mme. S. Grunauer-von Hoerschelmann; elle s'occupera à continuer le 
fichier de base contenant les représentations mythologiques des mon- 
naies grecques. En plus, le bureau LIMC de Bale doit fournir des ren- 
seignements numismatiques, s'il y a besoin, aux auteurs des articles et 
contróler la documentation des articles déjà rédigés. Enfin, il doit pré- 
parer des illustrations pour la reproduction dans le volume des planches. 

A ce but, nous avons commencé la reproduction photographique d'une 
partie de la collection de moulages de F. Imhoof-Blumer, conservée au 
cabinet numismatique de la bibliothéque municipale de Winterthur sous 
la direction compétente de M. Hansjórg Bloesch qui a bien voulu nous 
donner sa permission ce que facilite beaucoup notre tache. 

Il est évident que, au cours d'un examen systématique et critique des 
types monétaires, de nombreux problémes se posent. Nous croyons, en 
effet, que certaines interprétations traditionelles doivent étre modifiées. 
Ainsi nous espérons que le Lexicon apportera des résultats non seule- 
ment dans le cadre de l'iconographie mythologique, mais aussi pour les 
recherches dans notre domaine.

Walter Havernick, Hamburg. 


Der deutsche Katalog der Münzfunde 750-1815 


Seit 200 Jahren wird die Miinz- und Geldgeschichte (Numismatik) 
systematisch betrieben. Die in dieser Zeitspanne zutage gefórderten 
Kenntnisse und Erkenntnisse sind fast unübersehbar geworden. Das 
bedeutet, dass jeder Numismatiker bei irgendwelchen Arbeiten das 
gesamte Material wiederum durchpflügen muss. Da sich niemand gern 
einer solchen Sisyphosarbeit widmet, drohen manche bisher gefundenen 
Fakten wieder in Vergessenheit zu geraten, wenn sie nicht systematisch 
gesammelt und zugànglich gemacht werden. 

Schon seit langem sind deshalb in mehreren europáischen Staaten 
alle Nachrichten von Münzfunden in Form von Katalogen zusammen- 
gebracht worden. Nachdem Wilhelm Jesse 1941 eine solche Verzeich- 
nung der deutschen Münzfunde gefordert hatte, beschloss die “Nu- 
mismatische Kommission der Lànder in der Bundesrepublik Deutsch- 
land" auf ihrer Gründungsversammlung am 16. Juni 1950 die Samm- 
lung aller Nachrichten über die in den Reichsgrenzen von 1914 ge- 
machten Funde von Münzen der Zeit 750-1815.1 

Diese Ausrichtung nach den Reichsgrenzen von 1914 erfolgte allein 
deshalb, um alle in den deutschsprachigen Veróffentlichungen nieder- 
gelegten Fundnachrichten móglichst vollstándig zusammenzubringen. 
Bis 1550 werden auch die Auffindungen von Einzelmünzen verzeichnet, 
bei jüngeren Einzelfunden nur noch solche von herausragenden Stücken. 
Als *Schatz" betrachtet wurden alle Funde von mehr als drei zusammen- 
gehórenden Münzen. Jetons, Amulette und Schmuckstücke werden nur 
verzeichnet, wenn sie zusammen mit Münzen ans Tageslicht kommen. 

Alle Funde werden drei- bzw. sechsfach verzeichnet. Zunáchst wird 
für jeden Fund eine Karteikarte (Stufe I) in dreifacler Ausfertigung an- 
gelegt: weiss für eine alphabetische, blau für eine landschaftliche, gelb

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für eine chronologische Ordnung. Auf dieser Karteikarte wird der 
Fundinhalt nur sehr summarisch angegeben. Falls der Inhalt eines 
Fundes einigermassen bekannt gekorden ist, erfolgt als zweite Stufe 
die Ausschreibung einer Fundliste (Regest), ebenfalls in der dreifachen 
Ausfertigung weiss, blau und gelb. 

Die 1950 beschlossene Erstellung dieses Fundkataloges wurde sofort 
in Angriff genommen unter Mitarbeiter vieler Fachgenossen: P. Berg- 
haus, W. Hagen, G. Hatz, V. Hatz-Jammer, W. Hess, P. Ilisch, W. Jesse, 
K. Kennepohl, B. Korzus, E. Nau, R. Ohly, M. Schlüter, O. Schulen- 
burg, D. Steinhilber und F. Wielandt. Die Gesamtleitung hatte bis 
1954 Margildis Schlüter, bis 1973 Vera Hatz-Jammer, seit dem 1. 
Januar 1974 der Unterzeichnete. 

Das Zusammengebrachte Material umfasst bis zum heutigen Tag 


(16.06.78): 
Stufe I (Kartei) = 8.402 Funde 
Stufe II (Fundlisten) = 5.289 Funde 


Das Material ist untergebracht in 154 Aktenordnern. Über jede Fund- 
nachricht kann man bis zu sechsmal in verschiedenen Zusammen- 
hängen Aufklärung finden. 

Um das Anschwellen des Umfanges zu bremsen, werden die Nach- 
richten über Einzelfunde, bei denen alle erforderlichen Fakten bereits 
auf der Karteikarte zu finden sind, nicht mehr als Fundliste ausge- 
fertigt. 

Trotz aller Anstrengungen ist die Sammlung nicht abgeschlossen, 
denn immer noch tauchen in neuen und alten Publikationen Nachrichten 
auf, die es zu erfassen gilt. Hinzu kommt der allerdings schwächer 
werdende Strom der Neuauffindungen. Die eingehenden Nachrichten 
(Nachträge) werden zunächst auf der weissen Karteikarte (alphabetisch) 
vermerkt, von hier aus werden sie von Zeit zu Zeit im Zuge vollständiger 
Revisionen auch auf die anderen Blätter übertragen. Solche Revisionen 
dauern jeweils mehrere Monate. 

Aber auch sonst bestehen noch Lücken: die Fundlisten (Stufe II) 
sind nicht bei allen Landschaften vollzählig ausgefertigt. Es wird aber 
alles getan, um diese Lücken zu schliessen. 

Schwierigkeiten bereitet es, geeignete Mitarbeiter für die zentrale 
Erfassung zu finden. Gegenwärtig kann die Numismatische Kom- 
mission die laufenden Kosten noch tragen. Dankbar stellen wir fest, 
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dass über viele Jahre hinweg die “Deutsche Forschungsgemeinschaft" 
die Mittel für die Gehálter übernommen hatte. 

Geplant war von Anfang an die Erstellung einer Stufe III, d. h. eines 
Registers aller in den Münzfunden ans Tageslicht gekommenen Münz- 
sorten (Land, Herrscher, Münzstätte, Nominal, Jahreszahl). Erst ein 
solches Verzeichnis würde jedem Numismatiker das gewünschte Material 
schnell zugánglich machen. Da die in Deutschland gehobenen Múnz- 
funde und deren Inhalt viel umfangreicher waren, als anfangs angenom- 
men, und da es an disponiblen Spezialisten fehlt, kónnen wir eine Be- 
arbeitung dieser Stuft III in absehbarer Zeit kaum noch erhoffen. 
Überdies wird ein solcher Katalog ganz neuartiger elektronischer Hilfs- 
mittel bedürfen. 

Eines steht fest: an eine Veróffentlichung im Druck ist unter gar 
keinen Umstánden zu denken. Einmal wegen der allzu hohen Kosten, 
dann aber wegen des ungleichmássigen, zum Teil unvollstándigen Ma- 
terials, das erst — wenn überhaupt — nach langer Zeit vervollstandigt 
werden kann. Zum gleichen Entschluss werden auch die Fachkollegen 
der anderen europáischen Staaten kommen. Und wo man solche Ver- 
zeichnisse schon gedruckt hat, wird man unter der Fülle der Nachtráge 
schwer zu leiden haben. 

Für alle Fachgenossen ist sicher die Frage von Interesse, wie und wo 
man den “Katalog der deutschen Münzfunde 750-1815" benutzen kann ? 
Das gesamte Material wird verwahrt im Münzkabinett des Museums 
für Hamburgische Geschichte, Holstenwall 24, D-2000 Hamburg 36, 
unter der Leitung von Dozent Dr. G. Hatz (Tel. Hamburg 34 912 2363). 
Die Benutzung kann im Lesesaal des Museums erfolgen. Auf jeden 
Fall ist eine vorherige Anmeldung ratsam. Zu Auskünften bereit ist 
auch der Unterzeichnete (Prof. Dr. W. Hávernick, Brabandstrasse 74, 
2000 Hamburg 60, Tel. 511 66 61). Schriftliche Auskünfte kónnen wir 
allenfalls über einzelne Münzfunde geben. Dagegen ist die Zusammen- 
stellung über das Vorkommen bestimmter Sorten und Prágungen in 
deutschen Funden nicht móglich, da es uns an den erforderlichen Hilfs- 
kraften mangelt. 

Fachgenossen, die in Hamburg Auskünfte über spezielle Fragen 
suchen, sei empfohlen, zunáchst die betreffenden Funde im alphabe- 
tischen Register aufzuschlagen und damit auch alle Nachtráge zu er- 
fassen. Erst an zweiter Stelle sollten die Kartei und Fundlisten ein- 
zelner Landschaften herangezogen oder die chronologische Abteilung 
der Stufen I/II durchgesehen werden. 
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Das gesammelte Material ist aber nicht allein in Hamburg zu finden. 
Die zuständigen Münzkabinette einzelner Landschaften verwahren 
Kopien des Materials. Es sind dies die folgenden Institute:

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LE CENTRE D'ÉTUDE ET DE PUBLICATION DES 
TROUVAILLES MONÉTAIRES À PARIS 


Le Cabinet des Médailles de la Bibliothéque nationale vient de con- 
stituer un groupe de travail qui s'attachera à publier, sous forme de 
fascicules, la plupart des trésors monétaires trouvés en France. Cette 
entreprise, dont la réalisation est due à M. G. Le Rider, Administrateur 
général de la Bibliotheque nationale, était attendue depuis longtemps; 
elle va enfin permettre d'étudier et de publier non seulement des trou- 
vailles récentes (trouvailles de sites, monnaies de fouilles, trésors moné- 
taires), mais également des trouvailles anciennes soigneusement dé- 
laissées dans le silence des musées et dont certaines, par malheur, sem- 
blent avoir singulierement souffert du pillage des dernieres guerres ou de 
l'indifférence des conservateurs. En somme, il s'agit de reprendre, sur 
de nouvelles bases, le travail commencé au début du siècle par A. Blan- 
chet (Les trésors de monnaies romaines et les invasions germaniques en 
Gaule, Paris, 1900) et d'élargir le débat numismatique que ces trouvailles 
monétaires ont provoqué. 

Depuis quelques années, l'étude des trouvailles est devenue plus exi- 
geante. Il ne suffit pas de révéler à grand bruit quelque monnaie rare, 
de trouver de nouveaux éléments de datation, de reconnaitre l'ampleur 
des aires de circulation monétaire: il faut désormais chercher à éviter 
les confusions entre monnaies officielles et monnaies d'imitation, iden- 
tifier avec plus de rigueur les ateliers monétaires (en particulier ceux de 
l'Occident romain), décrire méme les récipients dans lesquels les mon- 
naies sont renfermées. Ces détails sont indispensables à une meilleure 
intelligence du monnayage des temps anciens: ils devraient permettre, 
non seulement de classer plus distinctement les émissions monétaires 
(officielles et clandestines), mais aussi de définir ce qu'on entendait 
autrefois par monnaie. Quelle conception de la monnaie avait-on et 
comment cette conception a-t-elle évolué? La monnaie n'était-elle 
qu'un instrument d'échange destiné au commerce? Ne la considérait- 
on pas souvent comme un objet de thésaurisation qu'on se hátait d'en- 
fouir? Last but not least, comment cette monnaie parvenait-elle aux 
utilisateurs? quelles voies suivait-elle et qui en avait la responsabilité 
à sa sortie des ateliers? Questions posées. Questions à poser à condi- 
tion de disposer de documents sürs, ou du moins publiés aussi bien que

possible. A la qualité des publications tiendra sans doute, pour une 
grande part, l'originalité des réponses. 

Pour de telles publications, les revues numismatiques et archéolo- 
giques auxquelles on recourait naguère ne suffisent plus: impossible 
d'y réunir des catalogues de trésors de plus en plus détaillés. Ajoutons 
que la mise en pages de ces catalogues où se répand l'usage des graphi- 
ques et des tableaux s'accommode mal du format trop restreint des 
anciennes revues. Une nouvelle collection de grand format s'imposait, 
répondant aux nouveaux criteres de publication. Anglais et Allemands 
se sont déjà avisés de publier de nouveaux recueils de trésors moné- 
taires: nul doute que nos efforts conjugués favoriseront le classement de 
ces archives numismatiques trop souvent détruites dés leur découverte 
ou, plus simplement. négligées.

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THE SWEDISH COIN FINDS FROM THE VIKING AGE 


For many historic periods coins and coin finds are among the most 
reliable sources of historical information. This is particularly true of the 
Nordic Viking Age, about a.p. 800-1050, an age poor in literary docu- 
ments but rich in coins. 

In Sweden records of coins found in Swedish soil started as far back 
as the 17th century. The finds were usually redeemed by the State. 
Out of the Swedish silver hoards from the Viking Age about 200 000 
coins from known find places have been preserved. In addition to these 
there are many thousands of preserved coins which have lost their find 
place record in the course of the centuries and many others which were 
melted down or dispersed by exchange and which are known through 
more or less detailed descriptions only. 

The coins in the Viking Age hoards greatly differ in origin. Persian, 
Arabic and Byzantine coins are mixed with German, Anglo-Saxon and 
Scandinavian ones. The chronological range of one and the same hoard 
is often very wide — from the 7th to the 11th century. 

The idea of publishing all coins from the Viking Age found in Sweden 
in a corpus was conceived very early — in the 18th century — but has 
not been realized until now. Since the 1950's an international research 
team, including among others Peter Berghaus, Michael Dolley, Gert 
Hatz, Vera Hatz, Ulla S. Linder Welin, Gay van der Meer and myself, 
has been working on the material which is mainly kept in the Royal 
Coin Cabinet, the National Museum of Monetary History in Stockholm. 

The vast material is published by the Royal Academy of Letters, 
History and Antiquities in the series CORPUS NUMMORUM SAECU- 
LORUM IX-XI QUI IN SUECIA REPERTI SUNT which is planned 
to comprise 30 volumes. 

About two thirds of the Viking Age coins were found on the Island 
of Gotland. The series of publication begun in 1975 with a volume 
comprising all coins found in the Gotland parishes beginning with 
the letter A (ca 8000 coins). The second volume describes coins found 
in parishes beginning with B (ca 12000 coins, 1977). The third volume 
(in manuscript) will contain descriptions of nearly 2000, mainly German 
coins, found in Dalecarlia, a province in Mid Sweden. The fourth 
volume (also in manuscript) will continue the Gotland series. 
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When completed, this international team work will place a vast ma- 
terial at the disposal of numismatic, archaeological and historical 
research, a material that concerns not only the monetary history of 
the coin minting countries but also the complex economic history of 
the Viking Age in general, on an international as well as on a local level.

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HISTOIRE DES COLLECTIONS NUMISMATIQUES 


THE HEBERDEN COIN ROOM, ASHMOLEAN MUSEUM, 
OXFORD. 


Since many visitors express surprise on learning that the Ashmolean 
Museum is neither a state nor a municipal institution, it may be as well 
to begin by saying that it is part of the University of Oxford, under 
the ultimate control of the General Board of the Faculties, and, more 
directly, of another University committee, the Visitors of the Ashmolean 
Museum. The academic staff of the Coin Room at present consists of 
the Keeper, 4 Assistant Keepers (although one post is temporarily split 
into two part-time posts), and one Departmental Assistant. The mem- 
bers of the staff, under the direction of the Keeper, share the curatorial 
responsibilities collegially by specializing in Greek; Roman; Oriental; 
Byzantine and Early Medieval; and Late Medieval and Modern coins, 
while taking collective responsibility for the day-to-day running and 
security of the department. 

Two members of the staff are part-time University Lecturers, and the 
resources of the Coin Room are used in undergraduate teaching, par- 
ticularly in the School of Literae Humaniores, as well as for post-graduate 
diplomas and research. A comprehensive numismatic library is housed 
within the department, although administratively it is part of the 
Ashmolean Library. The academic staff are available to answer queries 
about the collections and to assist in forwarding numismatic study of 
any kind. Apart from its official role within the university, the Coin 
Room maintains an exhibition, which is open to the general public. 
Its collections are also open to all serious students. 

Though the university coin collection, housed until 1920 in the Bod- 
leian Library, has its roots in the late sixteenth century, the first well- 
recorded accession was the gift by Archbishop Laud of five cabinets of 
Greek, Roman and English coins in 1636. During the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries there followed notable increments by gift or 
bequest from Rawlinson, Browne Willis, Godwyn, Knight and Douce. 

A second centre for the accumulation of numismatic material was 
established in 1683, when Elias Ashmole gave the Tradescant cabinet 
of coins and medals to the museum founded to house his own collec- 
tions. The Ashmolean coin collection, much increased meanwhile, 
was eventually moved to join the Bodleian Collection in 1858. Else- 
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where in the University there were to be found numerous collections, 
some of great importance and extent, belonging to the separate Col- 
leges of the University. 

When Sir Arthur Evans, the excavator of Knossos, became Keeper 
of the Ashmolean Museum in 1884, he prepared a comprehensive scheme 
for concentrating the University's archaeological collections in the 
Ashmolean and for transferring the coin collections from the Bodleian 
to the Ashmolean, so that they might be in ‘juxtaposition... with 
other antiquities.' The scheme met with opposition, and, in spite of 
his persistence, was not brought to fulfilment until 1920, when the then 
Vice-Chancellor of the University allocated a bequest of £ 1,000 for the 
purpose of equipping the coin room newly established in the Ashmolean. 
The bequest had been made by Dr. C. B. Heberden, a former Principal 
of Brasenose College, and a Visitor of the Ashmolean Museum. From 
him, the department takes its name; but its true progenitor was Evans. 

In 1920, therefore, the various collections which had accumulated 
separately in the Ashmolean Museum and the Bodleian Library were 
united. Even before then college collections were being deposited on 
loan in the Ashmolean for security and study, and all are now integrat- 
ed with the University's coins as a single systematic collection; but the 
college collections remain the property of the several colleges. The New 
College cabinet is large and varied. Keble College has a magnificent 
Greek and Roman collection formed by Canon Liddon. Useful addi- 
tions to the whole were provided by incorporating the collections of 
Balliol, Oriel, University, Corpus, Jesus, Magdalen, Merton, Somerville 
and St. John's Colleges at various dates between 1924 and 1956. Special 
mention should be made of the very rich Christ Church cabinet based 
on the eighteenth century collections of Archbishop Wake and others. 

Many additions to the collections have been made by gift, purchase, 
and exchange since 1920. J. G. Milne, who was in charge of the Coin 
Room from 1928 onwards, consistently sought out and presented large 
numbers of Greek bronze and silver coins. Less systematically, there 
has been a steady flow of coins of all kinds in ones and twos, usefully 
filling gaps and extending the cabinet's range. But in a brief survey 
such as this, attention must inevitably be focussed on the accession 
en bloc of important and sometimes very large systematic collections. 
The fine series of Papal coins formed by H. de la G. Grissell was bequeath- 
ed in 1907. Dr. F. P. Barnard's extensive collection of tokens and jet- 
tons came in 1931, and C. L. Stainer's specialist collection of 154 coins 
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of the Oxford mint was received in 1934. The Horwood collection of 
Indian coins came in the same year. 

The process has accelerated from 1940 onwards, and it is hardly an 
exaggeration to say that the coins acquired since that date rival the 
accumulations of the previous three hundred years. Much of the credit 
for this remarkable achievement belongs to Dr. C. H. V. Sutherland, 
who worked in the Coin Room for more than forty years, and, during 
his Keepership, did much to win proper financial support for the de- 
partment, gradually transforming what had begun as a shoe-string opera- 
tion. (From 1923 until 1946 the salaried staff of the Coin Room con- 
sisted of one part-time Assistant Keepership, paid for by Brasenose 
College). 

Sir Arthur Evans had from time to time given specialized groups of 
coins (Ancient British, Illyrian, Thracian, Cretan); on his death in 
1941 he bequeathed more than 10,000 coins remaining in his possession, 
among which the Greek, Roman and the Early Medieval sections were 
of outstanding interest. 

One other name stands beside that of Evans: E.S.G. (later Sir Ed- 
ward) Robinson, who held the university post of Reader in Greek 
Numismatics from 1938 to 1957, added to the Greek collection by yearly 
gifts from 1954 to 1976. As well as many individual historically sig- 
nificant coins, he gave important collections of particular mints, such 
as the Ravel collection of Corinth, and series from Thurium, Velia, the 
Brettii, and the Achaemenid Empire which he had himself formed over 
many decades. His generosity culminated in 1964 in the gift of his 
own remaining collection of some 1,500 Greek coins, nearly all in gold, 
electrum and silver. 

But these were only two of the many sources from which the collec- 
tions have been enriched since 1940. 'The important Christ Church 
cabinet was deposited on loan in that year. In 1944 the unique Crondall 
hoard of Anglo-Saxon gold coins was acquired by public subscription 
as amemorial to Arthur Evans. The A. T. Carter gift (1946) to the Wake 
Trustees of Christ Church, for deposit in the Ashmolean, consisted of a 
series of English gold coins of superlative quality. The range of the 
Greek section of the collection was greatly extended in 1947 by the 
purchase of a large part of Sir Charles Oman’s collection. In the same 
year the Laird collection of Chinese coins was acquired. In 1948, many 
rare Roman coins were selected for purchase from the L. A. Lawrence 
collection; most of the Lingford collection of Anglo-Saxon coins of 
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Northumbria was bought in 1951. From 1955 onwards there were 
notable accessions in several series, particularly the Greek and the 
English, from the auctions of the R. C. Lockett collection. The large 
collection of commemorative medals formed by H. M. Grant was pur- 
chased in 1953, and in the same year H. Hird's splendid collection of 
Scottish gold and silver coins was received by gift. J. M. F. May be- 
queathed his extensive collection of Greek coins in 1961. The Winstan- 
ley collection of English coins of Henry VII was donated by H. Schnei- 
der in 1963. Nearly 8,000 coins were selected for purchase in 1966 from 
the specialist collection of Islamic and Indian coins formed by P. Thor- 
burn. In 1975 there were three major accessions: the H. de S. Shortt 
bequest, including an important series of Bactrian and Indo-Greek 
coins; the Derek Allen collection of continental Celtic coins; and the 
A. W. von Halle collection of more than 4,000 Chinese coins, among 
which the earliest issues were exceptionally well represented. 

Reinforced by these major accessions and by numerous others, as 
well as by financial generosity from various sources, the Heberden Coin 
Room, with over a quarter of a million items, has become a major col- 
lection. Its greatest strength lies in the coinages of the Ancient World, 
but it also has a fine English and Islamic series as well as important 
collections of medals, tokens, jettons and paper money. 

Some parts of the collection have been published. J. G. Milne's 
Catalogue of Alexandrian Coins in the Ashmolean Museum (1933) was 
reprinted in 1971. Milne also prepared a Catalogue of Oxfordshire 
Seventeenth Century Tokens, (1935) which was a sequel to E. T. Leeds's 
Oxford Tradesmen's Tokens (1923). In the Sylloge Nummorum Graeco- 
rum, three fascicles have appeared, covering the Evans collection, Italy 
and Macedonia. A fourth, covering Thrace, is in preparation. The first 
part has been published of The Catalogue of Coins of the Roman Empire 
in the Ashmolean Museum, which includes both the western and the 
eastern issues of Augustus. Three volumes in the Sylloge of Coins of the 
British Isles deal with the Ashmolean's collections: they cover Anglo- 
Saxon pennies; English coins, 1066-1279; and the reign of Henry VII. 

Since 1977 the Coin Room has commemorated Sir Edward Robinson 
by the offer each year of a Robinson Visiting Scholarship. The award 
is intended to allow an established British or foreign numismatist to 
spend a month or longer in uninterrupted study. The scheme has been 
carried out jointly with Wolfson College, where accommodation has 
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been provided for the scholar. In 1977 the award was made to Prof. 
G. Gorini, of Padua, and in 1978 to Mr. I. Touratsoglou, of Athens. 

Also with the co-operation of Wolfson College, the Coin Room has 
arranged an annual Symposium on Coinage and Monetary History, 
with the aim of bringing together numismatists, archaeologists, and 
historians. The theme of the first Symposium, in 1976, was Edwardian 
Monetary Affairs (1279-1344). The second, in 1977, was on Coinage in 
Medieval Scotland (1100-1600). The third, in 1978, was on Coinage and 
Economic Development in the medieval Low Countries. Participation 
is restricted to about 25 students with a serious interest in the subject. 
The proceedings are published by British Archaeological Reports, which 
has also given financial support to the meetings. 

At present the curatorial staff of the Coin Room and their areas of 
special responsibility are: Dr. C. M. Kraay (Greek), Dr. Daphne Nash 
(Roman and Celtic), Mrs. Helen W. Brown (Oriental), Dr. D. M. Met- 
calf (Byzantine and Early Medieval), Mr. N. J. Mayhew (Later Medieval 
and Modern) and Miss J. M. Trafford (Paper Money).
